TWENTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


SESSION   OF    1886. 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California  was  organized  in 
1872  as  an  integral  part  of  the  State's  educational  center.  It  was  among  the 
first  to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of  medical  education;  having,  as  early  as 
1875,  instituted  a  three  years'  course  and  graded  studies,  and  in  1884  the  length 
of  the  term  was  increased  to  nine  months,  commencing  February  first  and  ter- 
minating October  thirty-first,  with  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  in  the  middle  of  the 
term.  Beginning  with  the  session  of  1886,  the  term  will  commence  on  March 
first  and  terminate  November  thirtieth.  Other  requirements  tending  to  elevate 
the  educational  status  of  medicine  as  a  science  and  give  additional  value  to 
the  diploma  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California,  have 
been  established,  and  will  be  found  referred  to  in  the  latter  part  of  this 
announcement.  The  advantages  accruing  to  the  student  from  these  advances 
must  be  apparent,  and  at  once  impress  him  with  the  fact  that  they  will  more 
than  compensate  for  the  additional  time  and  application  involved. 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school  in  1875  and  1884, 
and  now  in  force,  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Increase  of  the  time  of  study  to  three  years.  Three  regular  courses  of  lectures 
of  nine  months  each,  attended  through  three  several  years,  are  required  before 
the  student  can  present  himself  for  graduation.  Students  are  also  required  to 
attend  the  clinics  regularly  throughout  the  term. 

2.  Yearly  examinations.  At  the  beginning  of  each  session  examinations  are 
held  to  determine  the  progress  of  the  student  during  the  year  past;  his  advance- 
ment depending  on  the  result  of  such  examinations.  These  examinations  are 
not  final,  and  the  examination  for  graduation,  at  the  close  of  the  third  year, 
includes  the  whole  domain  of  medical  study. 

3.  Graded  studies.  By  this  arrangement  the  student  is  thoroughly  drilled  in 
the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding  higher.  He  is,  however,  expected 
to  attend  all  the  lectures,  giving  most  of  his  hours  of  study  to  the  subjects 
allotted  to  his  own  year. 

The  following  are  the  subjects  apportioned  to  each  year's  study: 

First  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  and  Materia  Medica.  Chem- 
ical and  Physiological  Laboratory  work.  Dissections.  (Dispensary  Clinics 
optional.) 

Second  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Medical  Chemistry,  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Therapeutics  (Medical 
and  Surgical),  Obstetrics  and  Pathology.  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  and  Op- 
erative Surgery  at  Hospital.    Dispensary  Clinics,  Dissections. 

Third  Year.  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of 
Surgery,  including  Operative  and  Minor  Surgery  with  Bandaging,  Therapeu- 
tics (Medical  and  Surgical),  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  with  special  clinics, 


Ophthalmology,  Otology,  etc.,  with  special  clinics.  Diseases  of  Children,  etc., 
with  special  clinics,  Hygiene,  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Mental  Diseases,  with 
special  clinics.  Regional  Anatomy,  Physiology  of  the  Special  Senses,  Physio- 
logical Chemistry,  and  Pharmacology.  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,, 
and  Medical  and  Surgical  Pathology,  at  Hospital.    Dispensary  Clinics. 

Graduates  of  this  College,  and  those  holding  certificates  of  attendance  upon 
lectures,  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their  medical  studies  by  the  Poyal 
College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and 
the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 


LOCATION. 

While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the  State  University  are  clustered  at  Berke- 
ley, its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  situated  in  San  Francisco. 
The  Medical  College  building,  known  as  "  Toland  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its  illus- 
trious founder,  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is 
located  near  North  Beach,  overlooking  the  Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favoring  the 
health  and  industrious  habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five  hundred  persons ; 
the  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as  capacious;  the  Museum  contains 
an  extensive  collection  of  specimens  and  preparations;  the  Dissecting  Room  is 
fitted  up  with  all  the  modern  improvements ;  the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all 
chemicals  and  apparatus  necessary  for  practical  teaching.  A  suite  of  apart- 
ments in  the  building  is  set  ai)art  for  the  Dispensary  Clinics. 

The  College  stands  near  the  terminus  of  the  Omnibus  line  of  street  cars,  and 
the  terminus  of  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  line,  is  distant  one  block  further. 


THE     COLLEGIATE     YEAR. 

Contrary  to  the  custom  of  Eastern  Medical  Colleges,  the  lectures  in  this  school 
are  delivered  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  months.  The  peculiar  climate  of 
San  Francisco  renders  Spring  and  Summer  far  the  preferable  season  |or  prose- 
cuting medical  studies ;  hence,  the  regular  session  will  be  held  from  March  ta 
December.  During  this  period,  and  indeed  largely  throughout  the  other  months 
of  the  year  also,  cool  trade-winds  blow  across  the  city  daily,  moderating  the 
temperature,  and  particularly  favoring  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  and 
necroscopy.  The  student  in  this  city,  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the 
healthful  pursuit  of  his  labors,  such  a  contingency  as  his  detention  from  lec- 
tures or  clinics  by  stress  of  weather  being  absolutely  unknown. 

The  Session  for  1880  will  begin  March  first,  and  terminate  November  thir- 
tieth. Two  of  the  three  months,  which,  prior  to  1884,  constituted  the  Prelim- 
inary or  Spring  Term,  being  made  a  part  of  the  regular  course.  During  this 
term  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  are  taught,  didactically  and 
clinically.  Regular  clinics  are  held  three  days  in  the  week  at  the  City  and 
(Jounty  Hospital,  where  the  professors  of  the  clinical  chairs  have  charge  of 
wards,  and  possess  every  facility  for  the  instruction  of  students;  clinics  are 
also  held  at  the  College  building.  Lectures  are  given  daily  by  the  professors;. 
and  evening  recitations  are  held  three  times  a  week.

During  their  first  year  students  will  be  required  to  work  in  the  Chemical  and 
Physiological  Laboratories  from  9  to  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  dissect  from  10  to  12 
o'clock  a.  m.,  daily. 

During  their  second  year  students  will  be  required  to  dissect  from  3  to  5 
o'clock  p.  M.,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday. 


METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


The  course  of  studies  pursued  at  this  school  comprises  Clinical,  Didactic, 
and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given  to  the  former,  although 
it  is  endeavored  that  the  three  methods  shall  be  so  blended  as  to  form  one  har- 
monious whole. 


CLINICAL  TEACHING. 

In  Clinical  Teaching,  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical  Professors,  has 
for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student  with  the  phenomena  of  dis- 
ease, that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing,  and  touch  may  be  trained  to  aid  in  form- 
ing a  correct  diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the  University  have 
been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to  the  City  and  County  Hospital, 
a  complete  and  modern  structure  containing  five  hundred  beds,  and  presenting 
for  observation,  perhaps,  every  known  form  of  disease,  including  those  pecu- 
har  to  tropical  and  South  America.  The  staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely  drawn 
from  the  Faculty  of  the  University,  giving  them  unusual  vantages  for  develop- 
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ing  clinical  material.  The  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three 
surgical  wards  (thirty-two  beds  in  each),  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  two 
wards,  the  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  and  the  Professor  of  Oph- 
thalmology, one  ward  each.  Autopsies  are  conducted  three  times  a  week  in  the 
Mortuary  by  the  Pathologist.  A  large  operating  theater  has  been  erected, 
where  the  major  and  minor  operations  of  surgery  are  performed  in  view  of  the 
class.  Operating  days  are  Tuesday  and  Saturday.  The  Hospital  is  situated  at 
the  junction  of  Twenty-second  Street  with  Potrero  Avenue,  and  is  accessible 
from  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  cars,  the  Omnibus,  and  the  Mission  Street 
lines. 

Hospital  Clinics. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Professor  McLean  delivers  clinical  lectures  on  Practical 
and  Operative  Surgery  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  on  Tuesdays,  Thurs- 
days, and  Saturdays,  throughout  the  session.  Especial  attention  is  given,  in  a 
ward  devoted  to  the  purpose,  to  the  conduct  of  disorders  of  the  genito-urinarj^ 
organs  and  venereal  diseases.  A  course  on  Minor  Surgery  is  also  given. 
Instruction  in  this  branch  includes  the  application  of  bandages  and  the  various 
dressings  used  in  treating  wounds,  fractures,  dislocations,  etc. 

Clinical  Medicine. — Professor  F.  B.  Kane  delivers  bedside  lectures  at  the 
same  Hospital  each  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday.  His  method  of  educa- 
tion is  at  once  attractive  and  thorough,  consisting  of  questions  and  answers 
on  each  patient  examined,  discussions  on  the  plans  of  treatment  proposed, 
and  the  examination  of  new  cases  by  each  senior  student  in  rotation,  in  pres- 
ence of  the  class. 

Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery.— Professor  R.  Beverly  Cole  holds  a 
Thursday  Clinic,  including  a  course  of  instruction  in  Operative  Gynecology, 
the  use  of  instruments,  appliances,  etc.  He  will  also  devote  a  portion  of  his 
lectures  to  Clinical  Midwifery,  taking,  as  illustration,  such  cases  of  interest  as 
may  occur  in  the  Lying-in  ward  from  time  to  time.  The  senior  students  will 
each,  in  rotation,  have  opportunities  for  the  study  of  Practical  Obstetrics  at 
the  bedside. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology.— Professor  Wilder  will  deliver  one  didactic 
lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering  the  subjects  of  Larynx,  Pharynx, 
Naso-Pharynx  and  Nasal  Cavities,  Eye  and  Ear.  These  lectures  will  be  illus- 
trated by  models,  charts,  and  blackboard  drawings.  He  will  also  conduct  two 
clinics  a  week  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  where  in  addition  to  operative 
and  bad  cases,  he  has  a  large  out-patient  clinic,  including  many  children,  with 
ample  illustrations  of  cases  as  they  appear  in  daily  practice.  At  these  clinics 
the  third  year  students  are  required  in  turn,  to  keep  the  record  of  the  cases, 
with  a  view  to  cultivating  a  habit  of  case  writing.  Once  in  two  weeks  Professor 
Wilder  has  an  evening  "  Quiz  "  for  the  third  year  students,  which  is  conducted 
in  turn  by  the  students  themselves,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the 
Professor. 

College  Dispensary  Clinics. 

The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  (Jlinic,  which  is  held  at  the 
college  building,  and  conducted  as  follows: 
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Surgery.— Mondays  and  Fridays,  at  3  p.  m.,  by  Professor  W.  B.  Lewitt,  M.D., 
and  C.  G.  Kenyon,  M.D. 

Medicine.  —  Mondays  and  Fridays,  at  3  p.  m.,  by  Luke  Robinson,  M.D., 
M.R.C.P.,  Eng.,  and  H.  W.  Dodge,  M.D. 

Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. — Wednesdays,  at  4  p.  m.,  by  Jules  Simon, 
M.D. 


DIDACTIC  TEACHING. 

A  brief  outline  of  the  course  pursued  in  the  several  departments  will  be 
found  in  the  following  summary : 

Surgery.— Professor  Taylor  delivers  two  lectures  each  week  on  the  art  and 
science  of  surgery.  The  more  recent  views  on  the  management  of  surgical 
conditions,  and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are  particularly  dwelt 
upon,  and  illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when  necessary.  This  course 
will  include  a  series  of  lectures  upon  operative  surgery,  with  demonstrations 
on  the  cadaver.  The  student  will  be  drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instru- 
ments used  in  the  various  operations. 

Practice  of  Medicine.— Professor  McNutt  presents  in  his  lectures  during 
this  course  the  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  in  its  modern  aspects.  He 
endeavors  to  give  a  description  of  the  different  diseases,  their  etiology,  pathol- 
ogy, symptoms,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  The  various  pathol- 
ogical changes  are  demonstrated  by  means  of  plates,  preparations,  and  recent 
specimens  of  diseased  parts. 

Obstetrics. — The  science  and  art  of  obstetrics  are  taught  by  Professor  R. 
Beverly  Cole.  His  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  the  use  of  colored  plates 
and  drawings,  prepared  specimens,  and  the  manikin.  The  principal  obstetric 
operations  are  performed  on  the  cadaver  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Physiology.— The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor  Fish  embrace  a 
consideration  of  both  general  and  special  f)hysiology,  including  all  that  has 
been  developed  up  to  the  present  time,  and  are  illustrated  by  a  complete  series 
of  colored  drawings,  prepared  exclusively  for  these  lectures.  Besides  which, 
the  large  collection  of  preparations  and  drawings  of  the  Scientific  Department 
at  Berkeley  are  at  the  command  of  the  Professor.  Vivisections  are  practiced 
when  necessary,  and  the  use  of  the  microscope  fully  taught. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical).— The  lectures  in  this  department,  by 
Professor  Terrill,  will  explain  the  physiological  actions  and  therapeutic  indica- 
tions of  all  agents,  medical  and  surgical,  used  for  the  cure,  alleviation,  or  pre- 
vention of  diseases. 

The  action  of  drugs  will  be  shown  by  practical  demonstrations  upon  living 
animals. 

Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry. — Professor  A.  L.  Lengfeld,  in  his 
course,  will  deliver  two  lectures  each  week,  devoting  particular  attention  to  that 
part  of  Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry  which  pertains  more  particularly  to 
practical  medicine  and  pharmacy,  and  using  for  this  purpose  all  necessary 
philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus.    Special  attention  will  be  given  to  Pre- 
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scription  Writing,  Urine  Analysis,  and  Toxicology,  and  to  the  nature,  origin, 
physical  and  chemical,  properties  of  the  various  remedies  officinal  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia. 

Dr.  Winslow  Anderson,  assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica  and  Medical 
Chemistrj^,  will  conduct  the  Laboratory  investigations,  including  qualitative 
analysis  and  recitations  at  least  two  hours  each  week  during  the  term. 

Anatomy. — Professor  Lewitt's  lectures  on  Anatomy  are  illustrated  by  the 
cadaver,  and  by  both  wet  and  dry  preparations,  models,  manikins,  and  draw- 
ings, and  include  a  course  on  general,  special,  and  topographical  anatomy.  The 
Dissecting  Room  is  spacious,  well  ventilated,  lighted  from  above,  and  provided 
with  every  convenience.  It  is  open  throughout  the  year,  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  Professor  and  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A  supply  of  material 
is  always  procurable  at  small  cost.  When  the  dissections  are  conducted  in  a 
diligent  manner,  the  student  is  furnished  with  certificates  stating  the  amount 
and  part  dissected. 

Gynecology. — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clinically  by  Professor 
Cole.  The  use  of  gynecological  instruments  is  carefully  shown,  and  the  sev- 
eral procedures  explained  by  means  of  colored  charts,  diagrams,  and  prepara- 
tions. 

Hygiene. — The  importance  now  attaching  to  the  science  of  Hygiene  induced 
the  Regents  and  Faculty  to  give  it  a  place  in  the  curriculum  of  the  school.  Dr. 
Washington  Ayer  has  been  recently  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  death  of  Dr.  F.  W.  Hatch. 

Diseases  of  the  Skin.— This  branch  will  be  taught  both  clinically  and 
didactically,  by  Professor  Terrill,  who  will  endeavor  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  the  appearance  and  symptoms  of  the  various  affections  of  the  skin. 

Diseases  of  Children.— Professor  Swan  will  devote  one  hour  each  week  to 
this  subject,  illustrating  his  lectures  by  notes  drawn  from  an  unusually  large 
experience  in  the  management  of  diseases  peculiar  to  children. 


HOSPITAL    INTERNES. 

The  position  of  Interne  in  the  City  and  County  Plospital  is  open  each  Decem- 
ber to  three  members  of  the  graduating  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the 
Faculty  by  their  diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appointment.  Internes 
receive  their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year,  and  secure  opportunities  for 
accumulating  an  invaluable  experience  in  every  field  of  practical  medicine  and 
surgery. 
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THE  HIGHER  STANDARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

In  addition  to  the  advanced  curriculum  already  instituted,  namely,  a  three 
years'  graded  course  of  study,  with  yearly  examinations,  and  terms  of  nine 
months. 

A  matriculation  examination  is  required  in  the  following  subjects  : 

1.  English. — A  written  composition,  not  to  exceed  one  page  foolscap  in 

length,  upon  some  subject  connected  with  American  history  or 
biography. 

2.  Arithmetic. 

3.  Geography. 

4.  Elementary  Chemistry. 

No  matriculation  examination  will  be  Required  of  candidates  who  have 
received  a  Collegiate  Degree,  or  who  have  passed  the  examination  for  admis- 
sion to,  or  are  graduates  of  the  College  of  Letters  or  of  Science  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California,  or  who  have  passed  the  matriculation  examination  of  any 
recognized  college,  or  who  present  a  certificate  covering  the  required  subjects 
from  a  recognized  Normal  or  High  School. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized  Medical  Col- 
lege shall,  upon  satisfactorj''  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the 
first  year,  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  second  course  in  the  University  of  Cal- 
ifornia. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  courses  in  any  recognized  Medical  College, 
shall  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution,  on  passing 
a  satisfactorj'^  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year. 

Graduates  of  other  regular  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing,  shall  be  admit- 
ted as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution  without  any  examination. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Dental  Colleges  in  good  standing,  are 
admitted  to  the  second  year  without  examination. 

Theological  and  Law  Students  will  be  admitted  to  special  lectures  without 
examination. 

The  Matriculation  examination  will  be  conducted  at  the  College  building  on 
Monday,  March  first,  at  9  a.  m. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  three  full  years,  and  must  have 
attended  three  regular  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been 
that  of  the  University  of  California.  ' 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written  or  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  studj'^  of  practical  anatomy  during  at  least 
two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  having  dissected  every  part  of 
the  cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the  graduation  fee. 
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BOARDING. 


The  expense  of  living  in  San  Francisco  is  not  great.  Good  board,  with  room 
rent,  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  five  dollars  per  week,  at  a  con- 
venient distance  from  the  College  building.

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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


There  are  established,  hi  the  undergraduate  department  of  the  University, 
eight  regular  courses  of  study,  leading  directly,  under  conditions  specified  in 
the  Joint  Regulations  of  the  Faculties  of  Letters  and  of  Science,  to  correspond- 
ing degrees,  namely: 

In  charge  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Letters : 

I.    The  Classical  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.B.; 
II.    The  Literary  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.L.; 

III.  The  Course  iu- Letters  and  Political  Science,  leading  to  the  degree 
of  Ph.B. 

In  charge,  severally,  of  the  respective  Faculties  of  the  five  Colleges  of  Sci- 
ence : 

IV.  The  Course  in  Agriculture ; 
V.    The  Course  in  Mechanics ; 

VI.    The  Course  in  Mining; 
VII.    The  Course  in  Civil  Engineering; 
VIII.    The  Course  in  Chemistry; 
Each  of  which  leads  regularly  to  the  degree  of  B.S. 

To  each  of  these  Regular  Courses  there  pertains  an  established  curriculum 
of  studies,  prescribed  or  elective,  arranged  in  the  order  of  four  successive  years, 
as  exhibited  in-  the  annual  Register  of  the  Universit3^  The  completion  of  one 
of  these  courses  usually  requires  four  years. 

There  are  permitted,  in  addition.  Courses  at  Large  and  Partial  Courses  not 
leading  directly  to  any  degree,  but  through  each  of  which,  on  the  conditions 
pertaining  to  the  status  of  students,  as  described  in  the  Joint  Regulations,  some 
one  of  the  above  named  degrees  is  possibly  attainable. 


GRADUATE  COURSES. 

To  Graduates  of  the  University  of  California,  or  of  other  institutions  of  equal 
grade,  who  may  wish  to  pursue  advanced  work,  general  or  special,  is  extended 
every  facility  that  the  libraries,  laboratories,  and  collections  of  the  University 
afford,  and,  so  far  as  is  possible,  courses  of  study  will  be  framed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  such  students.  These  courses  may  be  so  constituted  as  to  lead, 
respectively,  to  the  degrees :  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Letters,  Master  of  Sci- 
ence, Doctor  of  Philosophy;  or  to  the  professional  degrees:  Mechanical  Fjugi- 
neer,  Mining  P^ngineer,  Metallurgical  Engineer,  Civil  Engineer. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 


Applicants  for  admission  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  must 
pass  H  satisfactory  examination  in  such  of  the  following  subjects  as  are 
designated  on  page  30  for  the  course  and  status  sought: 

1.  English.  A  short  composition,  correct  in  spelling,  punctuation,  par- 
agraphing, and  grammar,  upon  a  subject  announced  at  the  time  of  the  exam- 
ination, and  taken,  until  further  notice,  from  the  folloAving  works :  Tom 
Brown's  School  Days  at  Rugby ;  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake ;  Irving's  Alhambra ; 
Thackeray's  Newcomes;  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice,  and  Julius  Csesar 
(Rolfe's  or  the  Clarendon  Press  edition). 

2.  Arithmetic.    Including  the  metric  system. 

3.  Algebra,  (a)  To  Quadratic  Equations.  (&)  Quadratic  Equations,  both 
single  and  simultaneous,  their  solution  and  their  theory. 

4.  Plane  Geometry,  (a)  Plane  geometry  except  the  metrical  properties  of 
polygons  and  the  circle.  (&)  The  general  properties  of  regular  polygons,  and 
the  measurement  of  the  circle. 

5.  History  and  Geography.  History  of  the  United  States,  and  the  general 
facts  of  Physical  and  Political  Geography. 

6.  Latin.  Ceesar,  Gallic  War,  Books  I.-IV.  (or  Civil  War,  Books  I.-II); 
Cicero,  the  Four  Catilinarian  Orations,  translation  into  Latin  of  simple  English 
sentences. 

7.  Latin.  Cicero,  the  Orations  Pro  Archia  Poeta  and  Pro  Lege  Manilla;  Ver- 
gil, Aeneid,  Books  I.-VI. ;  sight  translation  of  easy  Latin  prose ;  translation 
into  Latin  of  brief  connected  narratives. 

8.  Greek.  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Book  I.;  White's  First  Lessons  in  Greek, 
Lessons  I.-LX. ;  translation  into  Greek  of  simple  English  sentences. 

9.  Greek.  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Books  II.-IV.,  or  Goodwin's  Greek  Reader, 
pp.  37-111;  Homer,  Iliad,  Books  I.-IL,  omitting  the  catalogue  of  ships;  Jones' 
Greek  Prose  Composition,  or  its  equivalent;  sight  translation  of  easy  Greek 
prose. 

10.  Ancient  History  and  Geography,  (a)  Greek  History  to  the  death  of 
Alexander,  with  the  connected  Geography. 

(6)  Roman  History  to  the  death  of  Commodus,  with  the  connected  Geogra- 
phy. 

11.  Physics.  The  elements  of  the  subject  taught  experimentally.  (Until  1887 
anyone  of  the  topics  included  under  Subject  12  following  will  be  accepted  as  an 
equivalent  for  the  Physics.)

GROUPS  OF  SUBJECTS  FOR  THE  SEVERAL  COURSES. 

Of  the  foregoing  Subjects,  one  of  the  following  Four  Groups,  or  parts  of 
them,  must  be  taken,  according  to  the  Course  and  Status  applied  for : —

Applicants,  if  they  so  desire,  may  offer  the  requirements  of  1887  in  1885  and 
1886. 

For  a  Course  at  Large,  either  of  the  Four  Groups  required  for  admission  to  a 
Regular  Course,  as  the  applicant  may  elect.  And  in  case  the  applicant  pro- 
poses, if  admitted,  to  take  any  study  out  of  the  prescribed  order,  all  the  exam- 
inations required  for  its  pursuit  by  a  Regular  Student  must  be  passed  before 
admission. 

For  a  Special  Course,  such  of  the  General  List  of  Subjects  as,  in  the  judgment 
r>f  the  professors  or  instructors  in  charge  of  the  special  line  of  studies  intended, 
arc  requisite  for  its  proper  pursuit.  The  list  thus  approved  must  be  deposited 
with  the  P^ecorder  before  the  examination.  No  applicant  who  has  failed  in  the 
entrance  examination  for  a  Regular  Course  or  a  Course  at  Large,  will  be  allowed 
(o  take  a  Special  (jourso. 
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For  a  Limited  Course,  Subjects  1,  2,  3a,  Aa,  and  5 ;  and,  in  addition,  any  in  the 
General  List  that  are  requisite  to  the  studies  sought  by  the  applicant.  If 
advanced  studies  are  sought,  the  applicant  must  pass  all  the  examinations 
conditional  to  them  that  are  required  of  Regular  Students.  The  exact  list  of 
requisite  subjects  must  be  ascertained  through  the  Recorder,  and  deposited 
with  him  before  the  examination. 


TIMES    AND    PLACES    OF    EXAMINATION. 

At  the  end  of  June  there  will  be  held  simultaneously  at  Berkeley,  Los 
Angeles,  and  Marysville  the  First  Entrance  Examination,  continuing  through 
the  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  following  the  annual  Commencement  in 
the  College  of  Letters  and  the  College  of  Scieftce. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  in  September  the  Second  Entrance  Exam- 
ination will  be' held  at  Berkeley  only,  continuing  through  Thursday,  Friday, 
and  Saturday. 

No  applicant  for  admission  will  be  examined  at  any  other  time,  except  for 
reasons  of  the  most  exceptional  urgenc5^ 


PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATIONS. 

Any  applicant  for  admission  to  a  Regular  Course  or  to  a  Course  at  Large 
may,  at  option,  pass  the  entire  entrance  examination  at  one  time  or  divide  it 
between  two  years,  passing  part  of  it  as  a  preliminary  examination  in  one  year, 
and  completing  the  remainder  the  next  year.  But  neither  the  preliminary 
examination  nor  the  remainder  in  completion  may  be  divided  between  the 
June  and  September  examinations  of  the  same  year. 

Applicants  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  preliminary  examination  without 
certificates  from  their  teachers  that  they  are  prepared  in  the  subjects  they 
offer.  These  certificates  must  be  addressed  to  the  Recorder  of  the  Faculties, 
Berkeley,  and  must  be  in  his  hands  previous  to  the  examination. 

Certificates  of  partial  admission  will  only  be  issued  for  subjects  passed  with- 
out conditions,  nor  will  any  certificate  be  issued  to  an  applicant  who  does  not 
pass  in  at  least  five  of  the  subjects  offered.  These  subjects  must  be  confined 
to  Subjects  1,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6,  8,  10  (a  or  6),  and  11  of  the  General  List  (see  page  8), 
which  must  be  grouped  for  the  several  Courses  as  follows : 

I.  For  the  Classical  Course,  Subjects  1,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6,  8,  and  10  (a  or  h). 

II.  For  the  Literary  Course,  Subjects  1,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6,  10  (a  or  6),  and  11. 

III.  For  the  Course  in  Letters  and  Political  Science,  Subjects  1,  2,  3a,  4a,  5; 
and  either  6,  8,  and  10  (a  or  6) ;  or  6,  10  (a  or  6),  and  11;  or  11  and  6. 

IV.  For  any  of  the  five  Courses  in  Science,  Subjects  1,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  11,  and  6. 

For  a  Course  at  Large,  either  of  the  preceding  groups.  But  for  no  Course 
will  an  examination  be  granted  on  part  of  a  Subject. 
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ADMISSION  FROM  APPROVED  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

By  a  regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  March  4,  1884,  it  is  estab- 
lished, that — 

"  Upon  the  request  of  the  Principal  of  any  public  school  in  California  whose 
course  of  study  embraces,  in  kind  and  extent,  the  subjects  required  for  admis- 
sion to  any  College  of  the  University,  a  committee  of  the  Faculty  will  visit  such 
school,  and  report  upon  the  quality  of  the  instruction  there  given.  If  the  report 
of  such  committee  be  favorable,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  upon  the  personal 
recommendation  of  the  Principal,  accompanied  by  his  certificate  that  the  grad- 
uate has  satisfactorily  completed  the  studies  of  the  course  preparatory  to  the 
College  he  wishes  to  enter,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  be  admitted 
without  examination."

The  Matriculation  Examination  will  be  held  at  the  College  building 
on  January  31st,  and  May  30th  and  31st. 

The  Didactic  Lectures  are  delivered  at  the  College   building,  (Toland 
Hall),  Stockton  street,  below  Chestnut,  San  Francisco. 

The  Clinical  Lectures  are  delivered  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,. 
Twenty-second  street  and  Potrero  avenue. 

The  Annual  Commencement  for  conferring  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine, will  be  held  early  in  November,  in  San  Francisco. 


TWENTY-FOUKTH  ANNUAL  OOUESE  OF  INSTKUOTIOK. 


SESSION  OF  1887. 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California,  was  organized  in 
1872,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  State's  Educational  center.  It  was  among  the  first 
to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of  Medical  Education  ;  having,  as  early  as  1875,  in- 
stituted a  three  years  course  and  graded  studies,  and  in  1885  an  examination  for 
admission  to  the  College. 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school  and  now  in  force, 
may  be  summarized  as  follows  : 

1.  Increase  of  the  time  of  study  to  th?-ee  years.  Three  regular  courses  of 
lectures  of  five  months  each,  attended  through  three  several  years,  are  required 
before  the  student  can  present  himself  for  graduation.  Students  are  also  required 
to  attend  the  clinics  regularly  throughout  the  term,  and  senior  students  to  attend 
the  preliminary  term. 

2.  Yearly  examinations.  At  the  beginning  of  each  session,  examinations  are 
had  to  determine  the  progress  of  the  student  during  the  year  past ;  his  advance- 
ment depending  on  the  result  of  such  examinations.  These  examinations  are  not 
final,  and  the  examination  for  graduation,  at  the  close  of  the  third  year,  includes 
the  whole  domain  of  medical  study. 

3.  Graded  studies.  By  this  arrangement  the  student  is  thoroughly  drilled  in 
the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding  higher.  He  is,  however,  expected  to 
attend  all  the  lectures,  giving  most  of  his  hours  of  study  to  the  subjects  alloted  to 
his  own  year. 

The  following  are  the  subjects  apportioned  to  each  year's  studies  : 

First  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  and  Materia  Medica.  Chem- 
ical and  Physiological  Laboratory  work.  Dissections.  (Dispensary  Clinics  op- 
tional. ) 

Second  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Medical  Chemistry,  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Therapeutics  (Medical 
and  Surgical),  Obstetrics  and  Pathology.  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  and  Opera- 
live  Surgery  at  Hospital.     Dispensary  Clinics,  Dissections. 

Third  Year.  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  including  Operative  and  Minor  Surgery  with  Bandaging,  Therapeutics 
{Medical  and  Surgical),  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  with  special  clinics.  Ophthal- 
mology, Otology,  etc.,  with  special  clinics.  Diseases  of  Children,  etc.,  with  special 
clinics.  Hygiene,  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Mental  Diseases,  with  special  clinics. 
Regional  Anatomy,  Physiology  of  the  Special  Senses,  Physiological  Chemistry, 
and  Pharmacology.  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  and  Medical  and  Surgi- 
cal Pathology,  at  Hospital.     Dispensary  Clinics. 

Graduates  of  this  College,  and  those  holding  certificates  of  attendance  upon 
lectures,  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their  medical  studies  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England,  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Faculty 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 


LOCATION. 

While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the  State  University  are  clustered  at  Berke- 
ley, its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  situated  in  San  Francisco. 
The  Medical  College  building,  known  as  "  Toland  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its  illustrious 
founder,  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is  located  near 
North  Beach,  overlooking  the  Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favoring  the  health  and  in- 
dustrious habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five  hundred  persons; 
The  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as  capacious  ;  the  Museum  contains  an 
extensive  collection  of  specimens  and  preparations  ;  the  Dissecting  Room  is  fitted 
up  with  all  the  modern  improvements  ;  the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all  chemicals 
and  apparatus  necessary  for  practical  teaching.  A  suite  of  apartments  in  the  build- 
ing is  set  apart  for  the  Dispensary  Clinics. 

The  College  stands  near  the  terminus  of  the  Omnibus  line  of  street  cars,  and 
the  terminus  of  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  line,  is  distant  one  block  further. 


THE    COLLEGIATE   YEAR. 

Contrary  to  the  custom  of  Eastern  Medical  Colleges,  the  lectures  in  this 
school  are  delivered  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  months.  The  peculiar  climate 
of  San  Francisco  renders  Spring  and  Summer  far  the  preferable  season  for  prose- 
cuting medical  studies  ;  hence,  the  regular  session  will  be  held  from  March  to 
November.  During  this  period,  and  indeed  largely  throughout  the  other  months  of 
the  year  also,  cool  trade-winds  blow  across  the  city  daily,  moderating  the  temper- 
ature, and  particularly  favoring  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  and  necroscopy. 
The  student  in  this  city  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the  healthful  pursuit  of 
his  labors,  such  a  contingency  as  his  detention  from  lectures  or  clinics  by  stress  of 
weather  being  absolutely  unknown. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms:  The  Preliminary  or  Spring  Term, 
and  the  Regular  or  Summer  Term. 

The  Preliminary  Term  commences  March  ist,  and  ends  May  14th. 
During  this  term,  subjects  are  dwelt  upon  that  do  not  receive  their  full  meed  of  at- 
tention during  the  Regular  Term.  Clinics  proceed  at  the  Hospital  and  College  as 
during  the  Regular  Term.  The  Dissecting  Room  is  open  for  practical  work.  All 
students  are  expected  to  attend  this  course,  although  such  attendance  is  not  com- 
pulsory, except  to  members  of  the  senior  class. 

The  Regular  Term  for  1887  begins  Wednesday,  June  ist,  and  terminates 
Saturday,  October  29th.  During  this  term,  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery are  taught,  didactically  and  clinically.  Regular  clinics  are  held  three  days 
each  week  at  City  and  County  Hospital,  where  the  Professors  of  the  clinical  chairs 
have  charge  of  wards,  and  possess  every  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students^ 
clinics  are  also  held  at  the  College  Dispensary.  Lectures  are  given  daily  by  the 
Professors   and    evening   recitations  are  held  three  times  a  week. 


METHODS     OF     INSTRUCTION 


The  course  of  studies  pursued  at  this  school  comprises  Clinical,  Didactic, 
and  Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given  to  the  former,  although 
it  is  endeavored  that  the  three  methods  shall  be  so  blended  as  to  form  one  har- 
monious whole. 


CLINICAL   TEACHING. 

In  Clinical  TeachiJig,  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical  Professors,  has 
for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student  with  the  phenomena  of  disease, 
that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing  and  touch  may  be  trained  to  aid  in  forming  a  cor- 
rect diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the  University  have 
been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  a 
complete  and  modern  structure  containing  five  hundred  beds,  and  presenting  for 
observation,  perhaps,  every  known  form  of  disease,  including  those  peculiar  to 
tropical  and  South  America.  The  staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely  drawn  from  the 
Faculty  of  the  University,  giving  them  unusual  advantages  for  developing  clinical 
material.  The  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three  surgical  wards 
(thirty-two  beds  in  each,)  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  two  wards,  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  and  the  Professor  of  Ophthalmology,  one  ward 
each.  Autopsies  are  conducted  three  times  a  week  in  the  Mortuary  by  the  Path- 
ologist. A  large  operating  theatre  has  been  erected,  where  the  major  and  minor 
operations  of  surgery  are  performed  in  view  of  the  class.  Operating  days  are  TueS' 
day  and  Saturday.  The  Hospital  is  situated  at  the  junction  of  Twenty-second 
street  with  Potrero  Avenue,  and  is  accessible  from  the  North  Beach  and  Mission 
cars,  the  Omnibus  and  the  Mission  street  lines. 

HOSPITAL    CLINICS. 

Clinical  Surgery.— Professor  McLean  delivers  clinical  lectures  on  Prac- 
tical and  Operative  Surgery  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  on  Tuesdays,  Thurs- 
days and  Saturdays,  throughout  the  session.  Especial  attention  is  given,  in  a  ward 
devoted  to  the  purpose,  to  the  conduct  of  disorders  of  the  genito-urinary  organs  and 
venereal  diseases.  A  course  on  Minor  Surgery  is  also  given.  Instruction  in  this 
branch  includes  the  application  of  bandages  and  the  various  dressings  used  in 
treating  wounds,  fractures,  dislocations,  etc. 

Clinical  Medicine, — Professor  F.  B.  Kane  delivers  bedside  lectures  at 
the  same  Hospital  each  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday.  His  method  of  educa- 
tion is  at  once  attractive  and  thorough,  consisting  of  questions  and  answers  on  each 
patient  examined,  discussions  on  the  plans  of  treatment  proposed,  and  the  exami- 
nation of  new  cases  by  each  senior  student  in  rotation,  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery. — Professor  R.  Beverly 
Cole  holds  a  Thursday  Clinic,  including  a  course  of  instruction  in  Operative 
Gynecology,  the  use  of  instruments,  appliances,  etc.  He  will  alsj)  devote  a  por- 
tion of  his  lectures  to  Clinical  Midwifery,  taking,  as  illustration,  such  cases  of  inter- 
est as  may  occur  in  the  Lying-in  ward  from  time  to  time.       The    senior   students 


will  each  in  rotation,  have  opportunities  for  the  study  of  Practical  Obstetrics  at  the 
bedside. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology. — Professor  Powers  will  deliver  one 
didactic  lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering  the  subjects  of  Larynx,  Pharynx, 
Naso-Pharnyx  and  Nasal  Cavities,  Eye  and  Ear.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated 
by  models,  charts  and  blackboard  drawings.  He  will  also  conduct  two  clinics  a 
week  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  where  in  addition  to  operative  and  severe 
cases,  he  has  a  large  out-patient  clinic,  including  many  children,  with  ample  illus- 
trations of  cases  as  they  appear  in  daily  practice.  At  these  clinics  the  third  year 
students  are  required  in  turn,  to  keep  the  record  of  the  cases,  with  a  view  to  culti- 
vating a  habit  of  case  writing.  Once  in  two  weeks  Professor  Powers  has  an  evening 
"Quiz"  for  the  third  year  students,  which  is  conducted  in  turn  by  the  students 
themselves,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Professor. 

COLLEGE    DISPENSARY    CLINICS. 

The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  Clinic,  which  is  held  at  the  Col- 
lege building,  and  conducted  as  follows: 

Surgery. — Mondays  and  Fridays,  at  3  P.  M.,  by  Professor  W.  B.  Lewitt, 
M.D.,  and  C.  G.  Kenyon,  M.D. 

Medicine. — Mondays  and  Fridays,  at  3  P.  M.,  by  Luke  Robinson,  M.D., 
M.R.C.P.,  Eng.,  and  H.  W.  Dodge,  M.D. 

Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. — Wednesdays,  at  4  p.  m.,  by 
Jules  Simon,  M.  D. 


DIDACTIC    TEACHING. 

A  brief  outline  of  the  course  persued  by  the  several  departments  will  be  found 
in  the  following  summary  : 

Surgery. — Professor  Taylor  delivers  two  lectures  each  week  on  the  art  and 
science  of  surgery.  The  more  recent  views  on  the  management  of  surgical  con- 
ditions, and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are  particularly  dwelt  upon,  and 
illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when  necessary.  This  course  will  include  a 
series  of  lectures  upon  operative  surgery,  with  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver. 
The  student  will  be  drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instruments  used  in  the  various 
operations. 

Practice  of  Medicine. — Professor  McNutt  presents  in  his  lectures 
during  this  course  the  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  in  its  modern  aspects. 
He  endeavors  to  give  a  description  of  the  different  diseases,  their  etiology,  pathol- 
ogy, symptoms,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.  The  various  pathological 
changes  are  demonstrated  by  means  of  plates,  preparations,  and  recent  specimens 
of  diseased  parts. 

Obstetrics. — The  science  and  art  of  obstetricts  are  taught  by  Professor  R. 
Beverly  Cole.  Jiis  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  the  use  of  colored  plates  and 
drawings,  prepared  specimens,  and  the  manikin.  The  principal  obstetric  operations 
are  performed  on  the  cadaver  in  presence  of  the  class. 


Physiology.— The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor  Fish  embrace  a 
CO  1  iideration  of  both  general  and  special  physiology,  including  all  that  has  been 
developed  up  to  the  present  time,  and  are  illustrated  by  a  complete  series  of  colored 
drawings,  prepared  exclusively  for  these  lectures.  Besides  which,  the  large  col- 
lection of  preparations  and  drawings  of  the  Scientific  Department  at  Berkeley  are 
at  the  command  of  the  Professor.  Vivisections  are  practiced  when  necessary,  and 
the  use  of  the  microscope  fully  taught. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical).— The  lectures  in  this 
department,  by  Professor  Kerr,  will  explain  the  physiological  actions  and  thera- 
peutic indications  of  all  agents,  medical  and  surgical,  used  for  the  cure,  alleviation, 
or  prevention  of  diseases. 

The  action  of  drugs  will  be  shown  by  practical  demonstrations  upon  livmg 
animals. 

Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry.— Professor  A.  L. 
Lengfeld,  in  his  course,  will  deliver  two  lectures  each  week,  devoting  particular 
attention  to  that  part  of  Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry  which  pertains  more  par- 
ticularly to  practical  medicine  and  pharmacy,  and  using  for  this  purpose  all  necess- 
ary philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  Pre- 
scription Writing,  Urine  Analysis,  and  Toxicology,  and  to  the  nature,  origm, 
physical  and  chemical,  properties  of  the  various  remedies  officinal  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia. 

Dr.  Winslow  Anderson,  assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica  and  Medi- 
cal Chemistry,  will  deliver  one  lecture  each  week  on  Medical  Physics,  and  will  con- 
duct the  Laboratory  investigations,  including  qualitative  analysis  and  recitations  at 
least  three  hours  each  week  during  the  term. 

Anatomy. — Professor  Lewitt's  lectures  on  Anatomy  are  illustrated  by  the 
cadaver,  and  by  both  wet  and  dry  preparations,  models,  manikins  and  drawings, 
and  include  a  course  on  general,  special  and  topographical  anatomy.  The  Dissect- 
ing Room  is  spacious,  well  ventilated,  lighted  from  above,  and  provided  with  every 
convencience.  It  is  open  throughout  the  year,  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Professor  and  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A  supply  of  material  is  always  procur- 
able at  small  cost.  When  dissections  are  conducted  in  a  diligent  manner,  the  stu- 
dent is  furnished  with  certificates  stating  the  amount  and  part  dissected. 

Gynecology. — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clinically  by  Pro- 
fessor Cole.  The  use  of  gynecological  instruments  is  carefully  shown,  and  the  sev- 
eral procedures  explained  by  means  of  colored  charts,  diagrams  and  preparations. 

Hygiene. — The  importance  now  attaching  to  the  science  of  Hygiene  in- 
duced the  Regents  and  Faculty  to  give  it  a  place  in  the  curriculum  of  the  school. 
Dr.  Washington  Ayer  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Dr.  F.  W.  Hatch. 

Diseases  of  Children.— Professor  Swan  will  devote  one  hour  each 
week  to  this  subject,  illustrating  his  lectures  by  notes  drawn  from  an  unusually 
large  experience  in  the  management  of  diseases  peculiar  to  children. 

Mental  Diseases. — The  lectures  by  Professor  Mays  on  this  subject,  aim 
to  impart  a  practical  acquaintance  with  the  forms  and  manifestations  of  insanity. 
The  causation  and  prophylaxis  of  mind  disorders  receive  special  consideration.  A 
supplementary  series  of  lectures  is  given  by  the  Professor,  on  the  Medical  Juris- 
prudence of  Insanity. 
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HOSPITAL     INTERNES. 

The  position  of  Interne  in  the  City  and  County  Hospital  is  open  each  Decem- 
ber to  three  members  of  the  graduting  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the 
Faculty  by  their  diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appointment.  Internes  re- 
ceive their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year,  and  secure  opportunities  for  accumu- 
lating an  invaluable  experience  in  every  field  of  practical  medicine  and  surgery. 

THE  HIGHER  STANDARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION. 

In  addition  to  the  curriculum  already  instituted,  namely,  a  three  years' graded 
course  of  study,  with  yearly  examinations,  and  terms  of  five  months. 
A  matriculation  examination  is  required  in  the  following  subjects  : 

1.  English. — A  written  composition,  not  to  exceed  one  page  foolscap  in 

length,    upon   some  subject  connected  with  American  history  or 
biography. 

2.  Arithmetic. 

3.  Geography. 

4.  Elementary  Chemistry. 

No  matriculation  examination  will  be  required  of  candidates  who  have  received 
a  Collegiate  Degree,  or  who  have  passed  the  examination  for  admission  to,  or  are 
graduates  of  the  College  of  Letters  or  of  Science  of  the  University  of  California, 
or  who  have  passed  the  matriculation  examination  of  any  recognized  college,  or  who 
present  a  certificate  covering  the  required  subjects  from  a  recognized  Normal  or 
High  School. 

vStudents  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized  Medical  Col- 
lege shall,  upon  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the 
first  year,  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  second  course  in  the  University  of  Cal- 
ifornia. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  courses  in  any  recognized  Medical  College, 
shall  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution,  on  passing  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year. 

Graduates  of  other  regular  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing,  shall  be  admit- 
ted as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution  without  any  examination. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Dental  Colleges  in  good  standing,  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  second  year  without  examination. 

Theological  and  Law  Students  will  be  admitted  to  special  lectures  without 
examination. 

The  Matriculation  examinations  will  be  conducted  at  the  College  building  on 
February  28th,  and  May  30th  and  31st,  at  10  a.  m. 


REQUIREMENTS    FOR    GRADUATION. 

I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  three  full  years,  and  must  have  attended 
three  regular  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  that  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written  or  oral.

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  during  at  least 
two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  having  dissected  every  part  of  the 
cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the  graduation  fee. 


BOARDING. 

The  expense  of  living  in  San  Francisco  is  not  great.  Good  board,  with  room 
rent,  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  five  dollars  per  week,  at  a  convenient 
distance  from  the  College  building.  Students  from  a  distance  may  learn  the  ad- 
dress of  these  boarding  houses,  and  other  information,  by  calling  on  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  Dr.  R.  A.  McLean,  603  Merchant  Street,  corner  of  Montgomery.

Any  graduate  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California  in 
good  standing  in  the  profession  is  eligible  to  membership  upon  the  payment  of 
the  initiation  fee  of  five  dollars,  which  shall  entitle  the  applicant  to  a  Certifi- 
cate OF  Membership,  signed  by  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Association. 

Any  alumnus  in  good  professional  standing  may  receive  a  Certificate  of 
Life  Membership  upon  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars.  The  Professors,  and 
assistants  of  the  Medical  Department  are  eligible  to  honorary  membership,  for 
which  they  are  to  receive  an  appropriate  certificate.

These  courses  may  be  so  constituted  as  to  lead,  respectively,  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Letters,  Master  of  Philosophy,  Master  of  Science^ 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  or  Doctor  of  Science  ;  or  to  the  professional  degree  of  Me- 
chanical Engineer,  Mining  Engineer,  Metallurgical  Engineer,  or  Civil  Engineer. 


UNDERGRADUATE    COURSES. 

There  are  established  eight  regular  courses  of  study,  leading  directly,, 
under  conditions  specified  in  the  Joint  Regulations  of  the  Faculty  of  Letters  and 
the  P'aculties  of  Science,  to  corresponding  degrees,  namely  : 
In  charge  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Letters  : 

I.     The  Classical  Course,   leading  to  the  degree  of  A.B.  ; 
II.     The  Literarg  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.L.  ; 
III.     The  Course  in  Letters  and  Political  Science^  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Ph.B. 

In  charge,  severally,  of  the  respective  Faculties  of  the  five  Colleges  of  Science  • 
IV.    The  Course  in  Agriculture ; 
V.    The  Course  in  Mechanics ; 
VI.     The  Course  in  Mining  ; 
VII.     The  Coarse  in  Ciml  EngineeHng ; 
VIII.    The  Course  in  Chemistry  ; 
Each  of  which  leads  regularly  to  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

To  each  of  these  Regular  Courses,  there  pertains  an  established  curriculum  of 
studies,  prescribed  and  elective,  arranged  in  the  order  of  four  successive  years,  as 
exhibited  in  the  annual  Register  of  the  University. 

There  are  permitted,  in  addition,  Courses  at  Large  and  jPartial 
Courses  not  leading  directly  to  any  degree,  but  through  each  of  which,  on  the 
conditions  pertaining  to  the  status  of  the  student  pursuing  ii  as  specified  in  the 
Joint  Regulations,  some  one  of  the  above-named  degrees  is  possibly  attainable. 


EEQTJIEEMENTS  TOE  ADMISSION.    . 


Applicants  for  admission  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  ;  must  deposit 
with  the  Recorder,  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and  must  pass  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  in  such  of  the  following  subjects  as  are  designated,  on  page  29, 
for  the  Course  and  Status  sought  : 
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1.  English.  A  short  composition,  correct  in  spelling,  punctuation,  para- 
graphing, and  grammar,  upon  a  subject  announced  at  the  time  of  the  examination, 
and  taken,  until  further  notice,  from  the  following  works  :  Tom  Urown's  School 
Day's  at  Rugby  ;  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake  ;  Irving's  Alhambra  ;  Thackeray's 
Newcomes ;  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice,  and  Julius  Caesar  (Rolfe's  or  the 
Clarendon  Press  edition). 

2.  Arithmetic.     Including  the  metric  system. 

3.  Algebra,  (a)  To  Quadratic  Equations,  (b)  Quadratic  Equations, 
both  single  and  simultaneous,  their  solution  and  their  theory. 

4.  Plane  Geometry,  (a)  Plane  geometry  except  the  metrical  properties 
of  polygons  and  the  measurement  of  the  circle,  (b)  The  general  properties  of 
regular  polygons,  and  the  measurement  of  the  circle. 

5.  History  and  Geography.  History  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
general  facts  of  Physical  and  Political  Geography. 

6.  Latin.  Caesar,  Gallic  War,  Books  L-IV.  (or  Civil  War,  Books  L-II)  ; 
Cicero,  the  Four  Catilinarian  Orations,  translation  into  Latin  of  simple  English 
sentences. 

7.  Latin.  Cicero,  the  Orations  Pro  Archia  Poeta  and  Pro  Lege  Manilla  ; 
Vergil,  Aeneid,  Books  L-VL  ;  sight  translation  of  easy  Latin  prose  ;  translation 
into  Latin  of  brief  connected  narratives. 

8.  Greek.  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Book  I.  ;  White's  First  Lessons  in  Greek, 
Lessons  I.-LX.  ;  translation  into  Greek  of  simple  English  sentences. 

9.  Greek.  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Books  H-IV.,  or  Goodwin's  Greek 
Reader,  pp.  37-11 1  ;  Homer,  Iliad,  Books  I. -II.,  omitting  the  catalogue  of  ships  ; 
Jones's  Greek  Prose  Composition,  or  its  equivalent ;  sight  translation  of  easy 
Greek  prose. 

10.  Ancient  History  and  Geography,  (^aj  Greek  History  to  the  death  of 
Alexander,  with  the  connected  Geography. 

(b)  Roman  History  to  the  death  of  Commodus,  with  the  connected  Ge- 
ography. 

11.  Physics.     The  elements  of  the  subject  taught  experimentally. 

12.  Any  one  of  the  following  : 

(a)  Chemistry.     The  elements  of  Chemistry. 

(b)  Botany.     The  elements  of  Botany. 

(c)  Physiology.     The  elements  of  Physiology. 

(d)  Mineralogy.     The  elements  of  Mineralogy. 

(e)  Plane  Trigonometry.  The  development  of  the  general  formulae,  so- 
lution of  plane  triangles,  and  practice  in  the  use  of  logarithmic  tables. 

(f )  Free-hand  Drawing.  Line  drawing  from  models,  copying  of  pat- 
terns, etc. 

13.  PIisroRY.      History  of  England. 

14.  English.  The  examination  in  this  subject  will  presuppose  thorough 
study  of  the  selections  named  below  :

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GROUPS  OF  SUBJECTS  TOE  THE  SEYEEAL  OOUESES. 

Of  the  foregoing  Subjects,  one  of  the  following  Four  Groups,  or  parts  of  them, 
must  be  taken,  according  to  the  Course  and  Status  applied  for  : —

and  10. 

II.     For  the  Literary  Course,  Subjects  i,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6,  7,  10,

For  the  Course  in  Letters  and  Political  Science, 
Subjects  I,  2,  3a,  4a,  5  ;  and  either  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  10;  or  6,  7,  10,  13,  and  14  ;

IV.  For  any  of  the  five  Courses  in  Science,  Subjects  i,  2.  3  fa 
and  dj,  4  (a  and  b),  5,   11,  12,  and  either  6  or  14. 

For  a  Course  at  Large,  either  of  the  P'our  Groups  required  for  admis- 
sion to  a  Regular  Course,  as  the  applicant  may  elect.  And  in  case  the  applicant 
proposes,  if  admitted,  to  take  any  study  out  of  the  prescribed  order,  all  the  exam- 
inations required  for  its  pursuit  by  a  Regular  student  must  be  passed  before 
admission. 

For  a  Special  Course,  such  of  the  General  List  of  Subjects  as,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  psofessors  or  instructors  in  charge  of  the  special  line  of  studies  in- 
tended, are  requisite  for  its  proper  pursuit.  The  list  thus  approved  must  be  depos- 
ited with  the  Recorder  before  the  examination.  No  applicant  who  has  failed  in 
the  entrance  examination  for  a  regular  Course  or  a  Course  at  Large,  will  be  allowed 
to  take  a  Special  Course. 

For  a  Limited  Course,  Subjects  i,  2,  3a,  4a,  and  5  ;  and,  in  addition, 
any  in  the  General  List  that  are  requisite  to  the  studies  sought  by  the  applicant. 
If  advanced  studies  are  sought,  the  applicant  must  pass  all  the  examinations  con- 
ditional to  them  that  are  required  of  Regular  Students.  The  exact  list  of  requisite 
subjects  must  be  ascertained  through  the  Recorder,  and  deposited  with  him  before 
the  examination. 


TIMES    AND    PLACES    OF   EXAMINATION. 

In  June,  1887,  the  Entrance  Examination  will  be  held  simultaneously  at  Ber- 
keley, Los  Angeles,  and  Grass  Valley,  through  the  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Satur- 
day following  the  annual  Commencement  in  the  College  of  Letters  and  the 
Colleges  of  Science. 

In  September,  the  Second  Entrance  Examination  will  be  held  at  Berkeley 
only,  continuing  through  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday,  the  first  three  days  of 
the  first  term. 

No  applicant  for  admission  will  be  examined  at  any  other  time,  except  for 
reasons  of  the  most  exceptional  urgency. 


PRELIMINARY   ENTRANCE    EXAMINATIONS. 

Any  applicant  for  admission  to  a  Regular  Course  or  to  a  Course  at  Large 
may,  at  option,  pass  the  entire  entrance  examination  at  one  time  or  divide  it  be- 
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tween  two  years,  passing  part  of  it  as  a  preliminary  examination  in  one  year,  and 
completing  the  remainder  the  next  year.  But  neither  the  preliminary  examination 
nor  the  remainder  in  completion  may  be  divided  between  the  June  and  September 
examinations  of  the  same  year. 

Applicants  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  preliminary  examination  without  cer- 
tificates from  their  teachers  that  they  are  prepared  in  the  subjects  they  offer. 
These  certificates  must  be  addressed  to  the  Recorder  of  the  Faculties,  Berkeley, 
and  must  be  in  his  hands  previous  to  the  examination. 

Certificates  of  partial  admission  will  only  be  issued  for  subjects  passed  without 
conditions,  nor  will  any  certificate  be  issued  to  an  applicant  who  does  not  pass  in 
at  least  five  of  the  subjects  offered.  These  subjects  must  be  confined  to  Subjects 
I,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6,  8,  10  (a  or  b),  11,  and  13  of  the  General  List,  which  must  be 
grouped  for  the  several  Courses  as  follows  : 

I.  For  the  Classical  Course,  Subjects  i,  2,  3^,  4^,  5,  6,  8,  and  10 
(a  or  b). 

II.  For  the  Literary  Course,  Subjects  i,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6,  \o(aoxb)t 
and  13. 

III.  For  the  Course  in  Letters  and  Political  Science, 
Subjects  I,  2,  3(3:,  4a,  5  ;  and  either  6,  8,  and  10  (a  or  b)  ;  or  6,  10  (a  or  b),  and 
13  ;  or  II  and  6. 

IV.  For  any  of  the  five  Courses  in  Science,  Subjects  i,  2,  3a,  4a, 
5,  II,  and  6. 

For  a  Course  at  Large,  either  of  the  preceding  groups.  But  for  no 
Course  will  an  examination  be  granted  on  part  of  a  Subject. 


ADMISSION   FROM   APPROVED   PUBLIC    SCHOOLS. 

By  a  regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  it  is  established,  that — 
"  Upon  the  request  of  the  Principal  of  any  public  school  in  California  whose 
course  of  study  embraces,  in  kind  and  extent,  the  subjects  required  for  admission  to 
any  College  of  the  University  at  Berkeley,  a  committee  of  the  Academic  Senate 
will  visit  such  school,  and  report  upon  the  quality  of  the  instruction  there  given. 
If  the  report  of  such  committee  be  favorable,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  upon  the 
personal  recommendation  of  the  Principal,  accompanied  by  his  certificate  that  the 
graduate  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  studies  of  the  course  preparatory  to  the 
College  he  wishes  to  enter,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty  of  such  College, 
be  admitted  without  examination."

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OALENDAE. 


The  Preliminary  Term  of   1888  will   open  on  Monday,  March  5th,  and 
close  on  Saturday,  May  12th. 

The    Regular    Term   will   open   on  Monday,  June    4th,    and   close   on 
Wednesday,  October  31st. 

The  Matriculation  Examination  will  be  held  at   the  College  building 
on  March  3rd  and  June  2nd. 

The  Didactic  Lectures  are  delivered  at   the   College   building,  (Toland 
Hall),  Stockton  street,  below  Chestnut,   San  Francisco. 

The  Clinical  Lectures  are  delivered  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital^ 
Twenty-second  street  and  Potrero  avenue. 

The  Annual  Commencement  for  conferring  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Med- 
icine will  be  held  early  in  November,  in  San  Francisco. 


TWENTY-FIFTH    AMUAL    COURSE    OF    IlfSTRUOTION. 


SESSION    OP    1888. 

The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  California  was  organized  in 
1872,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  State's  Educational  center.  It  was  among  the  first 
to  adopt  the  higher  standard  of  Medical  Education  ;  having,  as  early  as  1875,  ^^- 
stituted  a  three  years'  course  and  graded  studies,  and  in  1885  an  examination  for 
admission  to  the  College. 

The  changes  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  this  school  and  now  in  force, 
may  be  summarized  as  follows  : 

1.  Increase  of  the  time  of  study  to  three  years.  Three  regular  courses  of 
lectures  of  five  months  each,  attended  through  three  several  years,  are  required 
before  the  student  can  present  himself  for  graduation.  Students  are  also  required 
to  attend  the  clinics  regularly  throughout  the  term,  and  senior  students  to  attend 
the  preliminary  term. 

2.  Yearly  examinations.  At  the  beginning  of  each  session,  examinations 
are  held  to  determine  the  progress  of  the  student  during  the  year  past,  his  advance- 
ment depending  on  the  result  of  such  examinations 

3.  Graded  studies.  By  this  arrangement  the  student  is  thoroughly  drilled  in 
the  elementary  subjects  before  proceeding  higher.  He  is,  however,  expected  to 
attend  all  the  lectures,  giving  most  of  his  hours  of  study  to  the  subjects  alloted  to 
his  own  year. 

The  following  are  the  subjects  apportioned  to  each  year's  studies: 

First  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Histology  and  Microscopy,  Materia 
Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry,  Pharmacy,  Dissections,  Dispensary  and  Labora- 
tory Work.  Final  Examinations  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  Pharmacy  and 
Laboratory  Work. 

Second  Year.  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemis- 
try, Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Ther- 
apeutics, Histology  and  Pathology,  Obstetrics,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery, 
Hygiene,  Dissections,  Dispensary,  Clinics.  Final  Examinations  at  the  end  of  the 
■second  year  in  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chemistry,  Histology 
and  Hygiene. 

Third  Year.  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of 
Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  Therapeutics,  Clinical  Medicine  and  Pathol- 
ogy, Clinical  Surgery,  Mental  Diseases  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Diseases  of 
Children,  Ophthalmology  and  Otology,  Anatomy,  Special  Clinics. 

Graduates  of  this  College,  and  those  holding  certificates  of  attendance  upon 
lectures,  are  credited  for  the  full  time  of  their  medical  studies  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  England,  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Faculty 
ot  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 


LOCATION. 

While  the  several  other  Colleges  of  the  State  University  are  clustered  at 
Berkeley,  its  Medical  Department  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  situated  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  Medical  College  building,  known  as  "  Toland  Hall,"  in  honor  of  its 
illustrious  founder,  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and  stately  in  the  country.  It  is 
located  near  North  Beach,  overlooking  the  Golden  Gate,  a  locality  favoring  the 
health  and  industrious  habits  of  the  students. 

The  Lecture  Hall  of  the  College  is  capable  of  seating  five  hundred  persons  ; 
the  Clinical  Amphitheater  is  about  equally  as  capacious ;  the  Museum  contains  an 
extensive  collection  of  specimens  and  preparations  ;  the  Dissecting  Room  is  fitted 
up  with  all  the  modern  improvements  ;  the  Laboratory  is  replete  with  all  chemicals 
and  apparatus  necessary  for  practical  teaching.  A  suite  of  apartments  in  the  build- 
ing is  set  apart  for  the  Dispensary  Clinics. 

The  College  stands  near  the  terminus  of  the  Omnibus  line  of  street  cars,  and 
the  terminus  of  the  North  Beach  and  Mission  line,  is  distant  one  block  further. 


THE    COLLEGIATE   YEAR. 

Contrary  to  the  custom  of  Eastern  Medical  Colleges,  the  lectures  in  this 
school  are  delivered  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  months.  The  peculiar  cli- 
mate of  San  Francisco  renders  Spring  and  Summer  far  the  preferable  season  for 
prosecuting  the  medical  studies ;  hence,  the  sessions  are  held  from  March  to 
November.  During  this  period,  and  indeed  largely  throughout  the  other  months 
of  the  year  also,  cool  trade-winds  blow  across  the  city  daily,  moderating  the  tem- 
perature, and  particularly  favoring  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  and  necroscopy. 
The  student  in  this  city  enjoys  rare  natural  advantages  for  the  healthful  pursuit  of 
his  labors,  such  a  contingency  at  his  detention  from  lectures  or  clinics  by  stress  of 
weather  being  absolutely  unknown. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms:  The  Preliminary  or  Spring  Term,, 
and  the  Regular  or  Summer  Term. 

The  Preliminary  Term  commences  March  5th,  and  ends  May  12th.  Dur- 
ing this  term,  subjects  are  dwelt  upon  that  do  not  receive  their  full  meed  of  atten- 
tion during  the  Regular  Term.  Clinics  proceed  at  the  Hospital  and  College  as 
during  the  Regular  Term.  The  Dissecting  Room  is  open  for  practical  work.  All 
students  are  expected  to  attend  this  course,  although  such  attendance  is  not  com- 
pulsory, except  to  members  of  the  senior  class. 

The  Regular  Term  begins  on  Monday,  June  4th,  and  terminates  on- 
Wednesday,  October  31st.  During  this  term,  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and 
surgery  are  tautp'ht,  didactically  and  clinically.  Regular  clinics  are  held  three  days 
each  week  at  City  and  County  Hotpital,  where  the  Professors  of  the  clinical  chairs 
have  charge  of  wards,  and  possess  every  advantage  for  the  instruction  of  students  ; 
clinics  are  also  held  at  the  College  Dispensary.  Lectures  are  given  daily  by  the 
Professors  and  evening  recitations  are  held  three  times  a  week. 


METHODS    OF    INSTRUCTION. 


The  course  of  studies  pursued  at  this  school  comprises  Clinical,  Didactic,  and 
Laboratory  teaching.  Special  prominence  is  given  to  the  former,  although  it  is 
endeavored  that  the  three  methods  shall  be  so  blended  as  to  form  one  harmonious 
whole. 


CLINICAL    TEACHING. 

In  Clinical  Teaching,  the  plan  pursued  by  the  several  Clinical  Professors,  has 
for  its  aim  the  actual  confronting  of  the  student  w^ith  the  phenomena  of  disease, 
that  the  senses  of  sight,  hearing  and  touch  may  be  trained  to  aid  in  forming  a  cor- 
rect diagnosis. 

The  facilities  for  clinical  studies  open  to  the  students  of  the  University  have 
been  largely  increased.  Full  access  is  given  to  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  a 
complete  and  modern  structure  containing  five  hundred  beds,  and  presenting  for 
observation,  perhaps,  every  know^n  form  of  disease,  including  those  peculiar  to 
tropical  and  South  America.  The  staff  of  the  Hospital  is  largely  drawn  from  the 
Faculty  of  the  University,  giving  them  unusual  advantages  for  developing  clinical 
material.  The  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  has  charge  of  three  surgical  wards 
(thirty-two  beds  in  each),  the  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  two  wards,  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  and  the  Professor  of  Ophthalmology,  one  ward 
each.  Autopsies  are  conducted  three  times  a  week  in  the  Mortuary  by  the  Path- 
ologist. A  large  operating  theatre  has  been  erected,  where  the  major  and  minor 
operations  of  surgery  are  performed  in  view  of  the  class.  Operating  days  are  Tues- 
day and  Saturday.  The  Hospital  is  situated  at  the  junction  of  Twenty-second 
street  with  Potrero  Avenue,  and  is  accessible  from  the  North  Beach  and  Mission 
cars,  the  Omnibus  and  the  Mission  street  lines. 

HOSPITAL    CLINICS. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Professor  McLean  delivers  clinical  lectures  on 
Practical  and  Operative  Surgery  at  the  City  and  County  Plospital,  on  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  throughout  the  session.  Especial  attention  is  given,  in 
a  ward  devoted  to  the  purpose,  to  the  conduct  of  disorders  of  the  genito-urinary 
organs  and  venereal  diseases.  A  course  on  Minor  Surgery  is  aHo  given.  Instruc- 
tion in  this  branch  includes  the  application  of  bandages  and  the  various  dressings 
used  in  treating  wounds,  fractures,  dislocations,  etc. 

Clinical  Medicine. — Professors  F.  B.  Kane  and  W.  W.  Kerr  will  de- 
liver a  course  of  lectures  on  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  same  Hospital  each  Tuesday, 
Thursday  and  Saturday.  The  course  of  study  will  consist  in  the  demonstration 
of  cases  illustrating  the  different  phases  and  peculiarities  which  disease  assumes, 
the  examination  of  patients  at  the  bedside  by  the  student  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Professor,  together  with  instruction  in  all  these  details  which  qualify  the 
student    to   discharge  his  duty  agreeably  and  efficiently  in  the  sick  room. 


Professor  Kane  will  confine  himself  to  clinical  instruction  in  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  when  every  endeavor  will  be  made  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  individual  diseases  and  to  give  him  practical  instruction  in  the 
modern  modes  of  treatment  specially  adapted  to  this  class  of  cases. 

Professor  Kerr  will  direct  the  attention  of  the  student  to  general  medical  dis- 
eases, exercise  him  in  physical  and  differential  diagnosis,  and  give  him  every  op- 
portunity of  putting  into  practice  the  knowledge  he  has  acquired  from  his  didactic 
lectures. 

Gynecology  and  Practical  Midwifery.— Professor  R.  Bev- 
erly Cole  holds  a  Thursday  Clinic,  including  a  course  of  instruction  in  Operative 
Gynecology,  the  use  of  instruments,  appliances,  etc.  He  will  also  devote  a  por- 
tion of  his  lectures  to  Clinical  Midwifery,  taking,  as  illustration,  such  cases  of  in- 
terest as  may  occur  in  the  Lying-in  ward  from  time  to  time.  The  senior  students 
will  each  in  rotation,  have  opportunities  for  the  study  of  Practical  Obstetrics  at  the 
bedside. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology. — Professor  Powers  will  deliver 
one  didactic  lecture  a  week  during  the  course,  covering  the  subjects  of  Larynx, 
Pharynx,  Naso-Pharnyx  and  Nasal  Cavities,  Eye  and  Ear.  These  lectures  will  be 
illustrated  by  models,  charts  and  blackboard  drawings.  He  will  also  conduct  two 
clinics  a  week  at  the  City  and  County  Hospital,  where  in  addition  to  operative 
and  severe  cases,  he  has  a  large  out-patient  clinic,  including  many  children,  with 
ample  illustrations  of  cases  as  they  appear  in  daily  practice.  At  these  clinics  the 
third  year  students  are  required  in  turn,  to  keep  the  record  of  the  cases,  with  a 
view  to  cultivating  a  habit  of  case  writing.  Once  in  two  weeks  Professor  Powers 
has  an  evening  "  Quiz"  for  the  third  year  students,  which  is  conducted  in. turn  by 
the  students  themselves,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Professor. 

COLLEGE    DISPENSARY    CLINICS. 

The  Faculty  has  organized  a  Free  Dispensary  Clinic,  which  is  held  at  the  Col- 
lege building  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  at  3  p.  M. 


DIDACTIC  TEACHING. 


A  brief  outline  of  the  course  persued  by  the  several  departments  will  be  found 
in  the  following  summary  : 

Surgery.— Professor  Taylor  delivers  two  lectures  each  week  on  the  art  and 
science  of  surgery.  The  more  recent  views  on  the  management  of  surgical  condi- 
tions, and  the  appliances  devised  for  their  relief,  are  particularly  dwelt  upon,  and 
illustrated  with  drawings  and  models  when  necessary.  This  course  will  include  a 
series  of  lectures  upon  operative  surgery,  with  demonstrations  on  the  cadaver. 
The  students  will  be  drilled  in  the  manipulation  of  instrumertts  used  in  the  various 
operations. 

Practice  of  Medicine.— Professor  McNutt  presents  in  his  lectures 
during  this  course  the  jjrinciples  and  practice  of  medicine  in  its  modern  aspects. 
lie  endeavors  to  give  a  description  of  the  different  diseases,  their  etiology,  pathol- 
ogy,   Symplons,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  treatment.     The  various    pathological 
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changes  are  demonstrated  by  means  of  plates,  preparations,  and  recent  specimens 
of  diseased  parts. 

Obstetrics. — The  science  and  art  of  obstetrics  are  taught  by  Professor  R. 
Beverly  Cole.  His  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  the  use  of  colored  plates  and 
drawings,  prepared  specimens,  and  the  manikin.  The  principal  obstetric  operations 
are  performed  on  the  cadaver  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Physiology. — The  lectures  in  this  department  by  Professor  D'Ancona 
embrace  a  consideration  of  both  general  and  special  physiology,  including  all  that 
has  been  developed  up  to  the  present  time,  and  are  illustrated  by  a  complete 
series  of  colored  drawings,  prepared  exclusively  for  these  lectures.  Besides  which, 
the  large  collections  of  preparations  and  drawings  of  the  Scientific  Department  at 
Berkeley  are  at  the  command  of  the  Professor.  Vivisections  are  practiced  when 
necessary,  and  the  use  of  the  microscope  fully  taught. 

Therapeutics  (Medical  and  Surgical).— The  lectures  in 
this  department,  by  Professor  Kerr,  will  explain  the  physiological  actions  and 
therapeutic  indications  of  all  agents,  medical  and  surgical,  used  for  the  cure,  alle- 
viation, or  prevention  of  diseases.  The  action  of  drugs  will  be  shown  by  prac- 
tical demonstrations  upon  living  animals. 

Materia  Medica  and  Medical  Chennistry. — Professor  A. 
L.  Lengfeld,  in  his  course,  will  deliver  two  lectures  each  week,  devoting  particular 
attention  to  that  part  of  Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry  which  pertains  more  par- 
ticularly to  practical  medicine  and  pharmacy,  and  using  for  this  purpose  all  neces- 
sary philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to 
Prescription  Writing,  Urine  Analysis,  and  Toxicology,  and  to  the  nature,  origin, 
physical  and  chemical  properties  of  the  various  remedies  officinal  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia. 

Dr.  Winslow  Anderson,  assistant  to  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica  and  Medi- 
cal Chemistry,  will  deliver  one  lecture  each  week  on  Medical  Physics,  and  will 
conduct  the  Laboratory  investigations,  including  qualitative  analysis  and  recitations 
at  least  three  hours  each  week  during  the  term. 

Anatomy. — Professor  Lewitt's  lectures  on  Anatomy  are  illustrated  by  the 
cadaver,  and  by  both  wet  and  dry  preparations,  models,  manikin  and  drawings, 
and  include  a  course  on  general,  special  and  topographical  anatomy.  The  Dissect- 
ing Room  is  spacious,  well  ventilated,  lighted  from  above,  and  provided  with  every 
convenience.  It  is  open  throughout  the  year,  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Professor  and  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy.  A  supply  of  material  is  always  procur- 
able at  small  cost.  When  dissections  are  conducted  in  a  diligent  manner,  the  stu- 
dent is  furnished  with  certificates  stating  the  amount  and  part  dissected. 

Gynecology. — This  subject  is  taught  didactically  and  clinically  by  Pro- 
fessor Cole.  The  use  of  gynecological  instruments  is  carefully  shown,  and  the  sev- 
eral procedures  explained  by  means  of  colored  charts,  diagrams  and  preparations. 
Hygiene. — The  importance  now  attaching  to  the  science  of  Hygiene  in- 
duced the  Regents  and  Faculty  to  give  it  a  place  in  the  curriculum  of  the  school. 
Dr.  Washington  Ayer  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Dr.  F.  W.  Hatch. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Professor  Swan  will  devote  one  hour  each 
week  to  this  subject,  illustrating  his  lectures  by  notes  drawn  from  an  unusually  large 
experience  m  the  management  of  diseases  peculiar  to  children. 
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Mental  Diseases.— The  lectures  by  Professor  Mays,  Superintendent 
of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  at  Stockton,  on  this  subject,  aim  to  im- 
part a  practical  acquaintance  with  the  forms  and  manifestations  of  insanity. 
The  causation  and  prophylaxis  of  mind  disorders  receive  special  consideration 
A  supplementary  series  of  lectures  is  given  by  the  Professor,  on  the  Medical  Juris- 
prudence of  Insanity. 

HOSPITAL   INTERNES. 

The  position  of  Interne  in  the  City  and  County  Hospital  is  open  each  Decem- 
ber to  three  members  of  the  graduating  class  who  recommend  themselves  to  the 
Faculty  by  their  diligence  and  general  fitness  for  the  appointments.  Internes  re- 
ceive their  board  and  lodging  for  one  year,  and  secure  opportunities  for  accumu- 
lating an  invaluable  experience  in  every  field  of  practical  medicine  and  surgery. 


THE  HIGHER  STANDARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION. 

In  addition  to  the  curriculum  already  instituted,  namely,  a  three  year's  graded 
course  of  study,  with  yearly  examinations  ; 

A  matriculation  examination  is  required  in  the  following  subjects  : 

1.  English. — A  written  composition,  not  to  exceed  one  page  foolscap  in 

length,  upon  some  subject  connected  with   American  history  or 
biography. 

2.  Arithmetic. 

3.  Geography. 

4.  Physics. 

No  matriculation  examination  will  be  required  of  candidates  who  have  re- 
ceived a  Collegiate  Degree,  or  who  have  passed  the  examination  for  admission  to, 
or  are  graduates  of  the  College  of  Letters  or  of  Science  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, or  who  have  passed  the  matriculation  examination  of  any  recognized  col- 
lege, or  who  present  a  certificate  covering  the  required  subjects  from  a  recognized 
Normal  or  Pligh  School. 

Students  who  have  attended  one  full  course  in  any  recognized  Medical  College, 
will,  upon  satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  first  year, 
be  admitted  as  students  of  the  second  course  in  the  University  of  California. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  courses  in  any  recognized  Medical  College, 
will  be  admitted  as  studenls  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution,  on  passing  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  the  curriculum  provided  for  the  second  year. 

Graduates  of  other  regular  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing,  will  be  admit- 
ted as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution  without  any  examinaton. 

Graduates  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Dental  Colleges  in  good  standing,  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  second  year  without  examination. 

Theological  and  Law  Students  will  be  admitted  to  special  lectures  without 
examination.  * 

The  Matriculation  examinations  will  l>e  conducted  at  the  College  building  on 
March  3d,  and  June  2d. 
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REQUIREMENTS    FOR    GRADUATION. 

I.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  three  full  years,  and  must  have  attended 
three  regular  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  that  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

III.  He  must  have  passed  the  required  examinations,  written  and  oral. 

IV.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  during  at  least 
two  sessions,  and  must  present  certificates  of  having  dissected  every  part  of  the 
cadaver. 

V.  He  must  have  paid  in  full  the  College  fees,  including  the  graduation  fee. 


BOARDING. 

The  expense  of  living  in  San  Francisco  is  not  great.  Good  board,  with  room 
rent,  may  now  be  procured  at  the  low  rate  of  five  dollars  per  week,  at  a  convenient 
distance  from  the  College  building.  Students  from  a  distance  may  learn  the  ad- 
dress of  these  boarding  houses,  and  other  information,  by  calling  on  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  Dr.  R,  A.  McLean,  603  Merchant  Street,  corner  of  Montgomery.

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ORGANIZATION    OF    INSTRUCTION. 


GRADUATE  COURSES. 
To  graduates  of  the  University  of  California,  or  of  other  institutions  of  equal 
grade,  who  may  wish  to  pursue  advanced  work,  general  or  special,  every  facility  is 
extended  that  the  libraries,  laboratories  and  collections  of  the  University  affords. 
So  far  as  possible,  courses  of  study  will  be  framed  to  meet  ih^  requirements  of  such 
students.  These  courses,  with  the  approval  of  the  proper  authority,  may  be  so 
chosen  by  the  student  as  to  lead,  respectively,  to  a  Master's  deejree,  to  a  Doctor's 
degree,  or  to  a  professional  degree  in  some  department  of  engineering. 


UNDERGRADUATE    COURSES. 
Eight  Regular   Courses   of  study   are   at   present   established,    leading 
directly,  under  conditions  hereinafter  stated,  to  corresponding  degrees,  namely: 
In  charge  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Letters  : 

I.  The  Classical  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.B. ; 

II.  The  Literary  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.L.; 

III.  The  Course  in  Letters  and  Political  Science,  leading  to  the  de- 
gree of  Ph.B. 

In  charge,  severally,  of  the  respective  Faculties  of  the  five  Colleges  of  Science: 

IV.  The  Course  jn  Agriculture  ; 

V.  The  Course  in  Mechanics  ; 

VI.  The  Course  in  Mining  ; 

VII.  The  Course  in  Civil  Engineering  ; 

VIII.  The  Course  in  Chemistry  ; 

Each  of  which  leads  regularly  to  the  degree  of  B.S. 

To  each  of  these  Regular  Courses  there  pertains  an  established  curriculum  of 
studies,  prescribed  and  elective,  arranged  in  the  order  of  four  successive  years. 

There  are  permitted,  in  addition,CouRSES  at  Large  and  Partial  Courses, 
not  leading  directly  to  any  degree,  but  through  each  of  which,  on  the  conditions 
pertaining  to  the  status  of  the  student  pursuing  it,  as  specified  in  the  Joint  Regu- 
lations of  the  Faculties,  some  one  of  the  above-named  degrees  is  possibly  at- 
tainable. 

CONDITIONS    OF    ADMISSION    AND    RESIDENCE. 


GENERAL    LIST    OF    PREPARARORY    SUBJECTS. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  undergraduate  courses  must  be  at  least  sixteen 
years  of  age,  must  deposit  with  the  Recorder  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character, 
and  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  such  of  the  following  Subjects  as  are 
designated  for  the  Course  and  Status  sought: 

I.  English.  A  short  composition,  correct  in  spelling,  punctuation,  para- 
graphing and  grammar,  upon  a  subject  announced  at  the  time  of  the  examination, 
and  taken,  until  further  notice,  from  the  following  works  :  Tom  Brown's  School 
Days  at  Rugl)y  ;  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake  ;  Irving's  Alhambra  ;  Thackeray's 
Newcomes  ;  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice  and  Julius  Csesar  (Rolfe's,  or  the 
Clarendon  Press  edition). 

Applicants  will  also  be  required  to  analyze  sentences  from  these  works,  and 
to  pass  an  examination  on  the  first  seventy-one  lessons  in  Kellogg's  Text  book  on 
Rhetoric. 
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2.  Arithmetic.  Including  the  metric  system.  The  technical  parts  of 
Commercial  Arithmetic,  viz:  banking,  protit  and  loss,  commission,  taxes,  duties, 
stocks,  insurance,  exchange  and  avernge  of  payments,  are  not  insisted  on. 

3.  Algebra,  (a)  To  Quadratic  Equations,  including  the  various  methods 
of  factoring,  the  theory  of  exponents,  integral  and  fractional,  positive  and  nega- 
tive, and  the  calculus  of  radicals. 

{d)  Quadratic  Equations,  both  single  and  simultaneous,  their  solution  and 
their  theory,  including  all  the  recognized  methods  of  solution  and  all  equations 
reducible  to  the  cjuatlratic  form  ;  formation  of  equations  from  given  roots. 

4.  Plane  Geometry,  (a)  All  of  plane  geometry,  except  the  metrical 
properties  of  regular  polygons  and  the  measurement  of  the  circle. 

(b)  The  general  properties  of  regular  polygons,  their  construction,  perimeters, 
and  areas  ;  and  the  measurement  of  the  circle,  including  the  different  methods  for 
determining  the  ratio  of  the  circumference  to  the  diameter. 

5.  History  and  GEOGRArHV.  History  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
general  facts  of  Physical  and  Political  Gcogrnphy.  Barnes'  Brief  History  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  geographies  used  in  the  first  grade  grammar  schools,  will 
serve  to  indicate  the  amount  of  knowltdge  expecied. 

6.  Latin.  Caesar,  Gallic  War,  Bnoks  I. -IV.  {or  Civil  War,  Books  I.-IL); 
Cicero,  the  Four  Catilinarian  Orations  ;  with  questions,  in  both  cases,  on  the  im- 
plied grammar,  the  subject-matter  and  the  corresponding  archaeology;  transla- 
tion into  Latin  of  simple  English  sentences. 

7.  Latin.  Cict-ro,  the  Orations  /Vo  Archia  Foeta  and  Pro  Lege  Manilla  ; 
Vergil,  Aeneid,  Books  I. -VI.;  with  questions  in  both  cases,  on  the  implied  gram- 
mar, the  subject-matter  and  the  corresponding  archaeology,  and,  in  the  case  of 
Vergil,  on  the  prosody  ;  sight  translation  of  easy  Latin  prose  ;  translation  into 
Latin  of  brief  connected  narratives. 

8.  Greek.  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Book  I.,  with  questions  on  the  subject- 
matter,  archaeology  and  grammar  (with  especial  reference  to  etymology);  "White's 
First  Lessons  in  Greek,  lessons  I.-LX. ;  translation  into  Greek  of  simple  English 
sentences. 

9.  Greek.  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Books  II. -IV.,  or  Goodwin's  Greek 
Reader,  pp.  37-111;  Homer,  Iliad,  Books  I.-IL,  omitting  the  catalogue  of  ships; 
with  questions  on  the  grammar  (with  especial  reference  to  etymology),  subject- 
matter,  archaeology  and  prosody  ;  Jones'  Greek  Prose  Composition,  or  its  equiva- 
lent ;  sight  translation  of  easy  Greek  prose. 

10.  Ancient  History  AND  Geography,  [a]  Greek  Plistory  to  the  death 
of  Alexander,  wit!)  the  connected  Geography. 

[b)  Roman  History  to  the  death  of  Commodus,  with  the  connected  Geog- 
raphy. 

Smith's  Smaller  History  of  Greece,  and  Smith's  Smaller  (or  Leighton's)  His- 
tory of  Rome,  will  serve  to  indicate  the  amount  required. 

11.  Physics.  The  elements  of  the  subject,  taught  experimentally,  as  shown 
in  some  such  work  as  Gage's  Elements  of  Physics  ;  Peck's  Ganot  (or  a  real  equiva- 
lent) will  include  the  topics  required. 

12.  Any  one  of  the  following  : 

{a)  Chemistry.  The  elements  of  Chemistry  (Eliot  and  Storer's  Chemistry, 
Avery's  Elementary  Chemistry,  or  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  Mead's  Chem- 
ical Primer).  An  examination  in  more  advanced  chemistry  will  be  offered  to  any 
who  wish  it.     Success  in  such  examination  will  give  the  student  admission  to  the 
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chemical  laboratory.  Applicants  who  pass  with  honors  will  be  assigned  to  an  ad- 
vanced division. 

{d)  Botany.  The  elements  of  Botany.  An  accurate  knowledge  of  Part  I. 
of  Gray's  How  Plants  Grow,  and  an  acquaintance  with  the  more  prominent  native 
or  cultivated  plants,  their  structure  and  botanical  affinities. 

(c)  Physiology.  The  elements  of  Physiology  (Hutchison's,  or  an  equiva- 
lent). 

{d)  Mineralogy.  The  elements  of  Mineralogy.  A  good  knowledge  of  the 
physical  properties  of  minerals  in  general.  Ability  to  determine,  by  their  phys- 
ical properties  alone,  twenty-five  of  the  commonest  minerals,  and  to  give  the  rea- 
sons for  the  determination.  First  seventy-two  pages  of  Nicol's  Manual  of  Miner- 
alogy, or  first  seventy-five  pages  of  Dana's,  third  edition. 

{e)  Plane  Trigonometry.  The  development  of  the  general  formulae  of 
plane  trigonometry,  solution  of  plane  triangles,  and  practice  in  the  use  of  logarith- 
mic tables.     Four-place  logarithmic  tables  are  furnished  for  use  in  the  examination. 

(/)  Free-hand  Drawing.  Line  drawing  from  models,  copying  of  pat- 
terns, etc.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  correctness  of  form  and  smoothness  of 
outline.  The  applicant  will  be  tested  in  that  free-hand  use  of  the  pencil  which 
will  be  of  most  immediate  value  to  him  in  pursuing  the  subject  of  mechanical 
drawing  and  mapping. 

13.  History.  History  of  England  and  the  English  People,  by  G.  W.  Cox 
(London:  1887),  will  indicate  the  amount.  General  history  will  be  accepted  in- 
stead, in  unusual^cases. 

14.  English.  The  examination  in  this  subject  will  presuppose  thorough 
study  of  the  selections  named  below.  The  candidate  should  be  prepared  to  eluci- 
date in  full  the  meaning  of  any  passage  in  the  works  assigned  ;  to  paraphrase  such 
passage ;  to  point  out  the  rhetorical  figures  in  it  ;  to  answer  questions  concerning 
the  lives  of  the  authors  and  the  subject-matter  and  structure  of  the  works  studied. 
The  history  of  words  should  also  receive  attention,  Skeat's  Etymological  Diction- 
ary being  taken  as  the  authority.  For  the  present,  the  examination  in  word- 
derivation  will  be  limited  to  Spenser's  Prothalamion. 

Until  further  notice,  the  examination  will  be  upon  the  following  works  : 
Scott's  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel ;  Whittier's  Snow-Bound  ;  Longfellow's  Evan- 
geline ;  Lowell's  Sir  Launfal  ;  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  ;  Burke's  Works,  edited  by 
Payne,  Vol.  L;  and  Hales'  Longer  English  Poems,  omitting  Wordsworth's  Lao- 
damia  and  Shelley's  Adonais. 

Specimen  Papers.  Specimen  examination  papers  in  the  foregoing  subjects 
are  contained  in  the  Admission  Circular  [Bulletin  No.  6],  which  will  be  sent  to 
any  address  on  application  to  the  Recorder  of  the  Faculties,  Berkeley,  Cali- 
fornia.

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A  signal  failure  in  Subject  14  will  exclude  the  applicant  from  this  Course. 

IV.  For  any  of  the  five  Courses  in  Science.— Subjects  i,  2,  3  {a 
and  d),  4  [a  and  d),  5,  ii,  12,  and  either  6  or  14. 

For  a  Course  at  Large,  either  of  the  four  groups  required  for  admis- 
sion to  a  Regular  Course,  as  the  applicant  may  elect.  And  in  case  the  applicant 
proposes,  if  admitted,  to  take  any  study  out  of  the  prescribed  order,  all  of  the  ex- 
aminations required  for  its  pursuit  by  a  Regular  Student  must  be  passed  before  ad- 
mission. 

For  a  Special  Course,  such  of  the  General  List  of  Subjects  as,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  professors  or  instructors  in  charge  of  the  special  line  of  studies  in- 
tended, are  requisite  for  its  proper  pursuit.  The  list  thus  approved  must  be  de- 
posited with  the  Recorder  before  the  examination.  No  applicant  who  has  failed  in 
the  entrance  examination  for  a  Regular  Course  or  a  Course  at  Large  will  be  allowed 
to  take  a  Special  Course. 

For  a  Limited  Course,  Subjects  i,  2,  3a,  4a,  and  5;  and,  in  addi- 
tion, any  in  the  General  List  that  are  requisite  to  the  studies  sought  by  the  appli- 
cant ;  if  advanced  studies  are  sought,  the  applicant  must  pass  all  the  examinations 
conditional  to  them  that  are  required  of  Regular  Students.  The  exact  list  of  requi- 
site subjects  must  be  ascertained  through  the  Recorder,  and  deposited  with  him 
before  the  examination. 

Applicants  who  pass  their  entire  entrance  examination  without  conditions  will 
be  credited  with  honors  in  the  subjects  in  which  they  pass  with  especial  excel- 
lence. 

TIMES    AND    PLACES    OF    EXAMINATION. 

In  June,  1888,  the  First  Entrance  Examination  will  be  held  simultaneously  at 
Berkeley,  Los  Angeles,  Chico,  and  Grass  Valley.  It  will  continue  through  the 
Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  following  the  annual  Commencement  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Letters  and  the  College  of  Science. 

In  September,  the  Second  Entrance  Examination  will  be  held,  at  Berkeley 
only.  It  will  continue  through  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  the  first  three 
days  of  the  first  term. 

No  applicant  for  admission  will  be  examined  at  any  other  time,  except  for  rea- 
sons of  the  most  exceptional  urgency. 


DIVIDED    ENTRANCE    EXAMINATIONS. 

Any  applicant  for  admission  to  a  Regular  Course,  or  to  a  Course  at  Large 
may,  at  option,  pass  the  entire  entrance  examination  at  one  time  or  divide  it  be- 
tween two  years,  passing  part  of  it  as  a  Preliminary  Examination  in  one  year,  and 
completing  the  remainder  the  next  year.  But  neither  the  preliminary  examination, 
nor  the  remainder,  in  completion,  may  be  divided  between  the  June  and  September 
examinations  of  the  same  year. 

Applicants  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  preliminary  examination  without  cer- 
tificates from  their  teachers  that  they  are  prepared  in  the  subjects  they  offer. 
These  certificates  must  be  addressed  to  the  Recorder  of  the  Faculties, 
Berkeley,  and  must  be  in  his  hands  previous  to  the  examination. 

Certificates  of  preliminary  examination  will  only  be  issued  for  subjects  passed 
without  conditions,  nor  will  any  certificate  be  issued  to  an  applicant  who  does  not 
pass  in  at  least  five  of  the  subjects  offered.  These  subjects  must  be  confined  to 
Subjects  I,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6,  8,  10  {a  or  d),  11  and  13  of  the  General  List,  which 
must  be  grouped  for  the  several  Courses  as  follows  : 
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I.  For  the  Classical  Course,  Subjects  i,  2,  3a,  4a,  5,  6/^aTid  ip_^(a 
or^).  ^!^S. 

II.  For  the  Literary  Course,  Subjects  i,  2,  3^,  4a,'s,  6,  10  [a  or  ^J"), 
and  13. 

III.  For  the  Course  in  Letters  and  Political  Science,  Sub- 
jects I,  2,  3a,  4a,  5;  and  either  6,  8  and  10  {a  or  <^);  or  6,  10  (a;  or  d),  and  13;  or 
II  and  6. 

IV.  For  any  of  the  five  Courses  in  Science,  Subjects  i,  2,  3a,  4a, 
5,11  and  6. 

For  a  Course  at  Large,  either  of  the  preceding  groups.  But  for  no 
course  will  an  examination  be  granted  on  part  of  a  Subject. 


ADMISSION    FROM    APPROVED    PUBLIC    SCHOOLS. 

The  following  Regulation  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  : 
"  Upon  the  request  of  the  Principal  of  any  public  school  in  California  whose 
course  of  study  embraces,  in  kind  and  extent,  the  subjects  required  for  admission 
to  any  College  of  the  University  at  Berkeley,  a  committee  of  the  Academic  Sen- 
ate will  visit  such  school,  and  report  upon  the  quality  of  the  instruction  there 
given.  If  the  report  of  such  committee  be  favorable,  a  graduate  of  the  school, 
upon  the  personal  recommendation  of  the  Principal,  accompanied  by  his  certificate 
that  the  graduate  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  studies  of  the  course  preparatory 
to  the  College  he  wishes  to  enter,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty  of  such 
College,  be  admitted  without  examination. 

"  All  applications  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
paragraph  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Recorder  of  the  Faculties  at  Berkeley,  on 
or  before  the  twenty-first  of  March  of  each  year." 


EXPENSES    OP    STUDENTS. 

Each  student,  on  entering  any  of  the  colleges  at  Berkeley,  is  required  to  de- 
posit ten  dollars  with  the  Secretary.  This  deposit,  if  the  student  graduates,  will 
constitute  the  payment  for  his  diploma.  If  he  leaves  the  University  before  grad- 
uation, the  money  will  be  returned  to  him  on  presentation  of  the  Secretary's  re- 
ceipt for  it. 

Tuition  in  the  College  of  Letters  and  the  Colleges  of  Sciences  is  free.  In  the 
chemical  laboratory  a  small  charge  is  made  for  chemicals. 

Every  member  of  the  battalion  is  required  to  procure  a  uniform  on  entrance. 

Board  and  lodging  may  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  Berkeley  and  Oak- 
land at  from  eighteen  dollars  to  thirty  dollars  a  month.  The  hours  of  recitation 
are  such  that  many  students  reside  in  Oakland  and  San  Francisco.  The  journey 
from  San  Francisco  to  the  University  requires  about  fifty  minutes. 

Students  in  the  College  of  Agriculture  can  occasionally  find  work  in  connec- 
tion with  the  instruction  in  agriculture  and  horticulture.  Several  students  find  oc- 
casional emi)Ioyment  in  the  University  printing  office  at  a  fair  compensation.
